Report Retreat. 


Berlin, Oct. IS.— The Serbian forces 


in the Macva 
district 
of the Save- 


Drina front, in northwestern 
Serbia, 


where strong resistance has been of- 
fered to the Teutonic invaders, are 
now beginning to retreat, it was offi- 
cially announced today. 


English Report. 


London, Oct. 18.— Serbian and Anglo- 


French troops have occupied the Bul- 
garian town of Strumitsa, thirty miles 
north of Saloniki, according to official 
telegrams from Athens. This 'follows 
closely upon the news that the Ser- 
bians with allied assistance have re- 
pulsed the attack at Vilandovo, turning 
the advance of the Bulgars into a re- 
treat beyond their own border. Thus 
the Angle-French action in the Balkans 
has leaped out of the field of surmise 
into a vivid foreground of fact, and it 
is asserted by London military ob- 
servers to have been crowned at the 
outset with success. 


Dramatic Scenes. 
This arrival of French troops at the 
psychological moment when the Ser- 
bian struggle with 40,000 newly arrived 
Bulgarians at Vlandovo and Hundovo 
?till hung in the balarice, has dramatic 
qualities which for the moment com- 
pletely eclipsed the military exploits in 
other theatres. The chief military im- 
portance of the allied Serbian success 
is the defeat of the Bulgarian project of 
cutting the 
Saloniki-Nish 
railroad, 
which is known to 'have been' the Bui- 
parian objective. 
Were English There?' 


It is not clear whether British troops 
ro-operated with the French in this 
operation, but a message from Athens 
stating they had left Saloniki Saturday 
for the Serbo-Bulgarian frontier, indi- 
cated they were at least near the 
?cene of fighting. Russian and Italian 
help thus far has been only indirectly 
asserted by increased 
aggressiveness 
against

Austro-Germans, which 
makes further deflection of Teutons to 
the Balkans impracticable. 
Mere Demonstration. 


In the eastern theatre the Germans

Clrlcular Letter Issued by Industrial 


Commission on Compensation 


Insurance Laws.

Madison, Wis.! Oct. IS.—A circular 


letter now being sent out by the Wis- 
consin Industrial commission proba- 
bly will create ' surprise in 
several 


manufacturing plants. Possibly, also, 
it will give birth in some quarters TO 
something resembling 
astonishment 


due to unexpected revelations.' The 
letter first of all corrects 
the erron- 
eous impression that the 
industrial 
commission fixes rates on workmen's 
compensation insurance policies, 
"Many employers," says the letter, 
"have been informed that the indus- 
trial commission fixes insurance rates 
under the compensation act. Others 
have been told that their own rates 
would be reduced, if the commission 
would permit. These and similar mis- 
statements are sometimes made by 
insurance agents, doubtless through 
misunderstanding. It is to correct 
such erroneous impi-essions that this 
circular is issued. 
"Insurance under the 
workmen's 
compensation act is .he (only form of 
insurance protection required by law. 
Having made 
insurance obligatory, 
the state should see.to It that insur- 
ance is obtainable on fair and reason- 
able term's. The legislature has sought 
to obtain these results by fair and 
open competition. The anti-discrim- 
ination law does 
not fix insurance 
fates. It does, not authorize the indus- 
tria'l commission to fix rates. Every 
insurance company is free to file 
such .rates and classifications as it 
sees fit. But the rates and classifica- 
tions must not 'be discriminatory in 
themselves, and they 
must be ad- 
hered to in the writing of business. 
This law is intended to put competi- 
tion between 
insurance 
companies 
upon a fair basis. Fair and open 
competition will ultimately • mean 
equitable rates. 
"There have been -many actual il- 
lustrations of dicrimination. A man- 
ufacturer of horse blankets (rate 
$1.40) was classified as a clothinp 
manufacturer 
(rate Sic); 
several 
sash, door and blind factories (rate 
$2.97) were 
classified as carpenter 
shops (rate ti.74); 
an acate and 
enamfil-ware factory (rate $6.30) was 
-classified as an enameler (rate $1.50). 
Schu misclassiflcatlons 
are clearly 
unfair. They amount to special fav- 
ors to particular employers. All are 
prohibited by the anti-discrimination 
law."Competition under this law has 
reduced compfensation insurance rates 
over 50 per cent since 1911. The 1911 
rates, if applied to all employers no'w 
under the act, would impose an addi- 
tional tax of 
$2,800,000 per annum. 
Rates on-the whole are, no'w near the 
true -leVel ,for stock companies. The 
commissions'* statistics are gradually 
establlp.hine the actual hazard in one 
industry after another ; and the com- 
missipni'B ruling,

necessary,

insurance at less than the true cost. 
Insurance in such companies is un- 
safe.

The 
Chicago & Northwestern rail- 
road has come to.the front with a 
new smokeless and 
• dirtless engine 
which it is expected will be in oper- 
ation on all their lines within ths 
course of another month. 
According to local officials, the use 
of .the new engine on the local divi- 
sion -will probably necessitate the In- 
stallation of a coal crusher here. 
The engine is similar to a great ex- 
tent to. the present'locomotives. In 
the place of burning coal in large 
pieces it gets its fuel from powdered 
coal which is forced into the fire box 
through pipes leading from a small 
motor in the rear of the tender. This 
motor, when started,.makes a strong 
air pressure which carries the fine 
.pieces of fuel through the pipes into 
the box where it-is burned much the 
same as oil would burn. 
Frcm experiments so far made it 
has been found that the engine can 
be operated at a much cheaper rate 
than the present locomotive. There 
are no grates In the fire box and a 
greater percentage of heat for 
the 
amount of coal used can be obtained 
than through the old way. 
The arduous task of shoveling coal 
which falls upon the fireman on the 
present engines is done away with. 
It is believed by railroad men that 
the new engine will revolutionize 
railroading.

Who Recovered Sight, Has

ered her sight. The dispatch says 
that Tomasyna Carlyle, the Univer- 
sity of California student, who 
far 
the first time in her 
life saw light 
and the objects of the visible world 
last summer, has been forced to leave 
the university, at least temporarily, 
because of the difficulties she has. ex- 
perienced through her newly acquired 
sense. 
While blind Miss Carlyle was the 
marvel of the campus because of the 
ease with which she took lecture 
notes and got about unharmed, but 
since the operation 
by -which she 
gained the use of her eyes, she has 
found great 
difficulty•-In 
adjusting 
herself to the 
new world in which 
she has found herself. 
Miss Carlyle has 
been forced to 
learn to read and write both printing 
and handwriting as well as to write 
herself 
in 
"seeing" language. The 
task has been extremely heavy when 
coupled with the necessities of carry- 
ing on the usual college curriculum 
Miss Carlyle was to have received 
her degree from the university next 
spring, but will abandon it.

DRINKING FOUNTAIN 


DECLARED A MENACE 


If Improperly; Constructed or Improp- 


erly Used "Bubblers" Are Dan- 


gerous to Health. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE] 


Madison, Wis., 18.—"If improperly 
constructed or improperly used 
the 
drinking fountain may become a 
greater menace to the public health 
than the common drinking cup." 
This statement was issued today 
by Dr. C. A. Harper, state health offi- 
cer, in response to many inquiries as 
to cleanliness and sanitation of cer- 
tain drinking cups and their .use by 
careless individuals. The statement 
will be incorporated in the monthly 
hea th bulletin to be sent to all of the 
health officers of the state. 
"A close observation 
of bubbling 
fountains located in public places has 
convinced the writer that the princi- 
pal reason for using the fountain in- 
stead of the tin cup is to prevent the 
interchange of the secretions of the 
mouth and salivary glands. 
"It is not an uncommon sight to 
see a ma.n chewing tobacco put his 
lips over'-one-half of the metal ball 
and an occasional small boy will at- 
tempt to smallow the ball. These se- 
cretions and .other matter left upon 
the metal when the mouth comes in 
contact with the ball are more or less 
difficult of removal, and may require 
more force than is contained, in the 
gently falling current of water

, "Seven Keys to Baldpate" fools the 
| audience to the top of its bent about 
i nine-tenths of the time required for 
I the acting of the piece. The plot runs 
! along after this fashion: Baldpate Inn 
I is that lonllest of spots, a mountain 
summer hotel in the dead of winter. 
Here comes a novelist who has just 
wagered a friend that he can turn out 
' a story of 10,000 words in twenty-four 
i hours (not so considerable a feat, how- 
| ever, as it seems — many a newspaper 
' man has turned out that much copy 
in less time at a pinch). The writer, 
apparently, believes he has the only 
key to the hotel and that he will be 
able to work uninterruptedly to a suc- 
cessful conclusion of his wager. 
The gentleman of the second part 
in the wager is the owner of the inn. 
He commends the novelist to the kind 
offices of the caretaker and his wife, 
and .arrangements are made for the 
writer's comfort. Hardly has he be- 
gun to write when the curtain rises 
on another scene. A man arrives, also 
the possessor of a key, and deposits a 
roll of bills in the inn safe and tele- 
phones a confederate to come after 
the money in the morning. The nerv- 
ous novelist creeps feebly to the bal- 
cony above the lobby and hears all 
this, then tremblingly comes down and 
demands of the stranger what he is 
doing in the hotel. The other man 
bluntly asks the same question, nip- 
ping the situation with gunwhale elo- 
quence. But the novelist woos the 
harsh visitor to his room and then 
slams the door and locks it. 
No sooner is this done than the- inn 
door is -unlocked again and a young 
woman enters. And so until seven 
keys have been employed to admit 
more or less eccentric, characters. At 
the end you know the. visitors are 
actors from a not distant stock com- 
pany, and there are thrills without 
number, the author dryly remarking 
from time to time that the situations 
are very like those in his stories. An 
epilogue reveals the author hurriedly 
finishing his story in time to win the 
wager. 


• It is, as Mr. Cohan has termed it, a 
mystery farce. At the end of the epi- 
logue reveals the fact that the audi- 
ence has been seeing the story that 
is running in: the novelist's mind. The 
author daringly tricks his audience 
arid then finishes with a whimsical 
turn which gives the mystery another 
turn. It is all clever, writing, with a 
bit of satire not only on the writers of 
"best sellers" but on audiences as well. 
Every line was excellently handled 
by the members of the cast and every 
character admirably portrayed.

LEAF PROBLEM ONE 
THAT IS TROUBLING 


STREEt DEPARTMENT 


Superintendent 
Goodman, However,' 


Decides to Have Portion of Sur- 


plus Foliage Collected. 


Street Commissioner 
Peter Good- 
man is having a serious time with the 
falling leaves that are blocking the 
gutters and causing no end of annoy- 
ance to the property owners through- 
out the city. Mr. Goodman stated to- 
day that the street department had 
no objection to having 
the 
leaves 
burned in he streets that were not 
improved or had not been oiled this 
year. He issued the following order 
this afternoon: 
"Property owners on 
streets either oiled, asphalt 
macad- 
amized or permanently improved must 
not burn their leaves In the gutters or 
on the streets, as they will seriously 
damage the top dressing and ruin the 
streets. On other streets ther is no 
objection to the burning of the sur- 
plus leaves in the streets. 
On the 
oiled streets, those macadamized and 
improved, if the property owners will 
rake them into piles as near the curb 
line as possible, the city will send 
wagons around to collect them. This 
will not be done at once, however, as 
with the leaves in a dry ciVditlon they 
would blow from the wagons as fast 
as piled on. 
After the first rain it 
will be time to collect them, and the 
work will be done as guickly as pos- 
sible. Meantime property owners are 
urged to clean their gutters so as 
not to clog the sewers when the rains 
come. Should they try and collect the 
' leaves now the city would not be able 
'to secure wagons enough, but later 


I when they are wet down they will be 
easily handled." 
This statement from Mr Goodman 
will be of much benefit to property 
owners, who have wondered what to 
do with the immense amount of fol- 
iage that has already fallen, and in 
many cases the trees are not :yet de- 
nuded of their leaves.

Turnips 
and potatoes both keep best in a 
place just

freezing, 
While 
pumpkin, squash, sweet potatoes need 
a warm, dry place, a temperature of 
50 or more is good for these vegeta- 
bles.
